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CHICAGO, TIll., ‘April 2.—When Abel 
Dykstra of South Holland surrendered 
yesterday after having murdered his i- 
year-old son, he declared: 

“God told me what to do,”’ he said. ‘“‘He 
has ordered me to offer up Peter as a sacri- 
fice, as Abraham was told to do with 
Isaac.”’ | 

Dykstra used a corn knife with a keen 
blade almost two feét long, and nearly 
severed the child’s bead from the body. 
Then he mounted a horse, rode over to 
John Meeter’s home, detailed the story of 
his crime and asked.to be forgiven. Meeter 
took him into custody and set out for the 
home of Justice Peter De Young. The 
grandmother of the murdered child had 
witnessed the killing from the door of her 
own house, a short distance from the Dyk- 
Stra home. The ‘entire neighborhood was 
aroused and a posse organized to pursue 
the maniac murderef, but in the meantime 
he had surrendered to Mecter. 

Dykstra told the justice that he had 
slept little for thre® or four nights, the 
command having worrfed him greatly. 

He had read his Bible, he said, and prayed 
that the decree might be countermanded, 
but, he declared, the Spirit persisted.

Early yesterday Peter was sent from the 
house of the grandparents to assist his 
father about the farm work. The lad ar- 
rived shortly after 6 o’clock and found his 
father busy about the barn, The moment 
Dykstra caught sight of his son he grasped 
the corn-knife hanging on a hook nearby 
and started at the little fellow with the 
weapon raised above his head. The boy 
turned about and ran as fast as his little 
legs could carry him, pursued by his mad 
father. He had gone but 100 yards when 
the parent overtook him and with a swift 
thrust of the peculiar weapon nearly 
severed his head from his body: 

Dykstra, without even looking at the pros- 
trate body, hurled the knife to one side and 
ran back to the stable, where he quickly 
unhaltered a horse, and, jumping astride it, 
rode away across the fields. 

Mrs. Van Brunnen, who had feared for 
the safety of her grandchild, was watch- 
ing from the rear door of her home. She 
saw the chase and the attack and then 
started to raise an alarm. dozen 
men mounted horses and started in the 
direction he had taken. The body of the 
child was covered with a sheet and left 
lying until the Coroner and his physician 
could be summoned. 

Dr. E. C. Noel and Deputy Coroner Rey- 
nolds arrived at South Holland and held an 
inquest at the home of the Van Brunnéns 
in the afternoon. Dykstra was taken from 
the office of Justice De Young and testified 
at the inquest. As he entered the little 
parlor his disheveled hair, wild eyes and 
appearance in stocking feet readily proved 
to the Coroner's physician his insane con- 
dition. 

It required but a short time for the jury 
to reach a verdict, which was to the effect 
that the child had been killed by its father 
while demented. 

The murder threw the little German set- 
tlement into a turmoil. It was the most 
horrible happening the hamlet had ever 
known. Farmers came into the village and 
gathered in knots about the corners to dis- 
cuss the tragedy. 

Dykstra is 35 years old and a Hollander 
by birth. Ten years ago he emigrated to 
this country and settled near hig present 
home. Three years later he married and 
has always been considered honest and up- 
right, though during the last two or three 
vears he has been so intensely devoted to 
religion that many of his acquaintances 
feared his mind would give away.

Now, it may be that you don't know 
anything about a nautical Knot. For gour 
express benefit the marine reporter takes 
pleasure in informing you that it is a 
trie over 6000 feet. As the mile of the 
land-lubber stretches 5280 feet, you . will 
see that a “knot’’ isn’t much longer than 
an up-country mile. 

This knowledge is only a jot of what 
you may expect to derive from the visit of 
the Nashville to St. uis. 

But, to get back to the arithmetic of the 
question, if the Nashville, ee Satur 
day morning, proceeds up the Migsissipp! 
at the rate of 12 miles an hour, she should 
reach St. Louis four days later, or Wednes- 
day afternoon. Allowing for brief stops af 
Baton Rouge, La., Vicksburg, Miss, em- 
phis, Tenn., and Cairo, Ill., she should reach 
St. Louis by Thursday afternoon |or Fri- 
day morning at the latest. 

As was the case with the Raleigh if 
New York Harbor, the Nashville will hard- 
ly be ready to receive visitors for a da® 
after her arrival. It is logical, then, to 
assume that she will be in anipehape by 
Saturday, and that Sunday will be the 
big visiting day to the trim“little cruiser.

We have 
wasted money here, but it’s our duty to 
pay our bills and not repudiate the State 
debts we have contracted. We must take 
the resaonsibil'ty.”’ 
The fight was kept up for an hour, the 
Republicans strongly protesting against ex~ 
travagance, the Democrats not denying the 
charge, but asserting that a debt regularly 
contracted must be paid. The amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 73 to 52, and the 
bill then passed.

Effect of the Non-Election of a Succes- 
sor to Quay. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., April %0.—The ses- 
sion of the General Assembly of 1899 ad- 
journed finally at noon to-day, after having 


been in session a little over three and a half 
months. The session was one of the short- 
est in the State's history, and was fraught 
with interest throughout by reason of the 
spirited contest for United States Senator.

FAVOR HOME COMPANIES. 


Foreign Building and Loan Assoc‘a- 
tions Excluded From Alabama. 
BIRMINGHA™M. Ala., April 20.—In ¢he 
case of Sheldon against the Birmingham 
Building and Loan Association, the Su- 
preme Court has rendered an opinion in 
which it helds that Alabama aesociations 
organized under the State statute may 
make loans at a premium and collect 
charges allowed by the statute; svhether 
the total amounts to more than the legal 
rate or imterest or not, Previously the Su- 
preme Court has held that foreign com- 
panies can collect only the equivalent of 
the legal rate of interest. namely, 8 per 
cent, on the amount of money actually 
loaned the borrower, thus shutting off the 
advantage of discount from the original 
loan. The two decisions taken together 
give the local associations such an advan- 
tage as to practically exclude foreign build- 
ing and loan associations from the State,

No 8t. Louisan who reads the report of the Major Com- 
mittee can remuin in doubt as to the cause of the poverty of 
the City Treasury, which prevents the building of city insti- 
tutions, the coustruction of streets and other public improve- 
ments, from lack of which the city is suffering. 

In the license department.it was found that out of 2600 
manufacturers in the city, 900 do not Day any licenses ; it 
was found that many mer¢hants who gwere, in business were 
marked on the books “out of business,” in a number of 
Capes by collusion; it was found that the returns were far 
below, the actual figures. 

Of a total of 1200 street cars 
$296 éach was paid for only 700. 

iming up the losses of revenue through carelessness, 
collusion and improper returns accepted without question, 
the vommittee estimate that the State annually loses $77,000, 
the school fund $124,000 and the city $118,000—a total of $320,- 
000. 

Through the failure to assess downtown real estate and 
Ppersonai property at actual values the committee estimates 
there ig a loss of revenue amounting to $2,921,651. 

The committee found the street railroad property assessed 
at fess than one-fifth of its real Value and. placing its value 
at only two-thirds of the acknowledged value, the in 
revenue under the present assessment of street railways 
alone, ts $369,581.77. 

In the street department the committee found that the 
pay roll was stuffed in the case of F. Mueller, whose salary 
was paid to Besch and Reichman. It found convincing evi- 
Gence of a street sprinkling combine which cost the city about 
$55,000 in excess cf the present contracts. 

In the office of clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction 
the committee found many witness fees collected from the 
city, but never paid to witnesses, although marked “paid.” 
It found a shortage in naturalization fees of $8270. 

In the Excise Office the committee found a loss in short 
Heenses of $10,000; a loss in taxation on ad valorem returns 
of $12,250, and an excess in the commissioner's income of 
$20,000, making a total possible increase of revenue to the 
State of $42,250. : 

The committee recommended a saving of not less than $5000 
in the income of the Coil Oj] Inspector. 

Im the Boiler Inspector's office the committee verified the 
Sale of licenses to incompetent engineers. 

In its complete investigation the committee found losses 
to the city and State through

ing to a total of $3,721,503.77.

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DEATH OF SAMUEL VIRDEN 


Steamboatman and Commission Mer- 
chant for Nearly Half a 
Century. 


Capt. Samuel Virden, aged &2 years, died 
Wednesday at his home, 1710 Garrison ave- 
nue, 

For nearly 4 years Capt. Virden was 
identified with the business interests of St. 
Louis, and before then was engaged in the 
steamboat business. He was commander 
of the Franklin when that ill-fated steamer 
was destroyed by the explosion of Her boil- 
ers in 1853. Thirty men were scalded to 
death. Capt. Virden had the injured 


swathed in cotton saturated with oil and 
they all died. The horror of the affair was 
such that Capt, Virden quit the river. 
He engaged in the commission business and 
continued in it till five months ago, when 
failing health forced him to retire. 

He made several large fortunes, but lost 
them in indorsing‘the paper of friends and 
died in moderate circumstances. The kind- 
ness of his heart is illustrated by his course 
in the matter of a defalcation by a trusted 
employe and friend. The amount was §1s,- 
Ow. The defaulter confessed, and Capt. 
Virden told him to go and sin no more. 

The deceased was born in Ross County, 
Ohio, Nov. 30, 1816. He was twice married. 
His first wife died in 1889, and three years 
laten he married the widow of Dr; hk. D. 
Farley of Jerseyville, Ill She gurvives 


im, 

Capt. Virden was a Mason for years 
and for % years a member of |George 
Washington Lodge No. 9 of St. Louls.

Game Destruction in America. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

If the Prince of Wales should come West 
again, he would find that since his first 
visit we have destroyed all our buffalo, 
are destroying our elk and other great 
game animals as rapidly as possible, nave 
annihilated the wild pigeon, have set the 
seal of extinction upon our pinnated 
grouse and are in process of destroying our 
magnificent supply of wild fowl, | 

The idea of the sale of game or ithe de- 
struction of gume might not be new to 
an Englishman, but the Prince could not 
fail to note the difference betwe¢een the 
conditions in England and those obtaining 
in America. In the former country game 
is sold, but it is reared systematically as 
poultry; the shooting seasons are rigidly 
observed and the game laws are held in 
absolute respect. In our Western country 
we respect these laws less than any others, 
rebel at the “English idea’ of preserves, 
and allow a few individuals to sell con- 
tinually the property of the people without 
making any recompense or reparation, and 
without the least effort toward keeping up 
the supply, notably decreasing as it is 
under the ever-increasing demands of a 
rapidly extending civilization. 

The Prince would find here to-day a 
population of 75,000,000 Americans, of whom 
perhaps 71,000,000 never heard of @ game 
law. Of the remainder, perhaps 2,000,000 
have heard of the game laws but vaguely. 
Yet another million have heard, but openly 
scoff. A portion of the remaining million, 
and that largely located in the West, Is 
made up of persons who think that game 
laws are a good thing, who are willing to 
talk about game laws, and pass “resolu- 
tions’ regarding better lews, but who are 
also willing now and then to violate the 
laws themselves, and who oppose ony such 
stringent movement as the abolition of 
spring shooting, on the ground that if 
they do not kill the birds “some one else 
will.” Of actual upright sportsmen willing 
to face the facts, to sacrifice selfish pieas- 
ure, and to put up their guns after a decent 
limit and at a decent date, 1 really doubt 
if we have 10,000 in America. 

This is such a big country, such a glorious 
land. so full of all manner of possibilities 
for out-door manhood, that it is hard indeed 
to think of restricting in any wise the full 
liberties that our fathers enjoyed before 
us. It is unpleasant to be asked to believe 
that there is nu longer any West. We 
shrink from the suggestion that the days 
of our Western game are numbered, and 
with the pride and confidence of more than 
a hundred years of free shooting we rebel 
at the thought that it is now time we 
should do something to keep step with the 
continuous output of guns and ammunition.

TRUSTS LOSE THE FIRST SUIT. 


Charter of a San Antonio Lighting 
Company Declared Forfeited. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 20.—The first 
civil case tried under the Texas anti-trust 
law was closed here to-day. when Judge 
R. B. Green, in the Thirty-seventh District 
Court, declared the charter of the San An- 
tonla Gas and Electric Co. forfeited and 
announced that the court would appoint a 
receiver to take charge of the property 
and wind up the affairs of thé corporation.

JOHN LOUIS LAY DEAD. 


He Was a Brave Naval Officer and In- 
ventor of the Torpedo. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—John Louis Lay, 
formerly a first assistant engineer in the 
United States Navy and the inventor of the 
Lay torpedo, which was used by Lieut. 
Wm. B. Cushing to destroy the Confed- 
erate gunboat Albemarle in 1864, is dead 
in this city, aged 68 years. When Lieut. 
Cushing volunteered to destroy the Albe- 
marle, Lay accompanied the expedition and 
designed the torpedo which was driven 
against the bow of the gunboat below the 
water. The launch manned by the North- 
ern crew was riddled with shells and the 
crew were forced to swim for their lives. 
Lieut. Cushing and Engineer Lay among 
them. 

After the fall of Richmond in 186 Lay 
was sent up the James River in advance 
of Admiral Porter’s fleet to remove obstruc- 
tions. He resigned shortly after from the 
navy and entered the Peruvian service. 

He invented the submarine torpedo which 
bears his mame in 1867 and sold it to the 
United States Government, Mr. Lay had 
been in receipt of large sums of money 
from this Government and from the Gov- 
ernments of South American republics 
which he has served, but unlucky specula- 
tions had dissipated his fortune several 
times.

Rules for the Examination of Appli- 
cants for Appéintment. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—Director Mer- 
riam has promulgated rules for the examin- 
ation of applicants for appointment in the 
Census Office to apy grade higher thax 
that of laborer. .

Applicants for appointment as stenogra- 
phers and typewriters will be required to 
pass a supplemental examination whichi 
will fairly test their ability for such spe- 
cial work. In marking proficiency in arith- 
metical calculations will count 60: in or- 
thography and penmanship, 3 and the re- 
maining subjects 2. The time allowed for 
each examination shall not exceed gix and 
one-half hours in any case. Any applicant 
who receives marking below 75 will be 
placed on the rejected list and be iNeligibie 
for appointment; all others will be placed 
on the list of eligibles. Applicants who fai] 
on the first examination cannot appear for 
re-examination until at least 90 days nar un-
